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Jules Reiver 


For several years now, I have been studying the 1846 N-13 large cent. 
Newcomb describes this variety as: "Tall date. Curl over inner curve of 8; 
point of bust to left of peak of 1 ; a line crosses center of 1 , and its top touches 
bust; top of 4 very close to curl; left base of 1 over center of a denticle. R2." 

I gave the variety Date Reference No. 1 4 3 5 8 6. In addition to the items 
mentioned by Newcomb, my notes show that there is a sharp vertical line up 
from the dentils right of 6. A rough area extends from just left of this line to 
under star 13. There is a heavy point down from the chin and four long, thin 
points down from the neck. Small points extend down from the main curl and the 
inner bun. There is a thin broken line down slightly to the right, right of Y . 

The description of the obverse poses no problem. As far as the obverse 
goes, the coin is an easy one to attribute. The problem is with the reverse. 

I have checked a half dozen of them, and no two are alike. I can find some points 
the same on two coins; but on the others, I can't find any similar item. Some 
of the coins which I checked were nice MS60 and MS65 coins, sent to me by Ted 
Naftzger and Robbie Brown. The others were not as high in grade, but they were 
nice coins to check out. Since Newcomb did not mention the reverse, his book 
offers no help whatsoever. 

Here are my findings per specimens: 

#1 . Two lines extend to the left, from the left top of U toward the ribbon tip. 

A sharply curved crack goes up to the left from the left tip of the right serif of 
U, There is die crumbling inside ES F AMER, E in ONE, E in UNITED, and 
between the tops of UNITE and dentils. 

#2. Crumbling is more pronounced and smoother. Crumbling covers all the 
letters in #1 , UNIT, and CA. There are heavy lines through the tops of CENT . 
There is a heavy spike through the wreath, with the head near the bottom of E 
in ONE and with the point near M, right of center. This looks like a later die 
state of #1 . 

#3. The lines mentioned in #1 are present, but weak. The sharply curved 
crack is present, but is obscured by crumbling between UNITED STATE 
MERICA and the dentils. There is no crumbling in the letters mentioned in #1 
and #2, nor any line through CENT, nor any spike. There are points from the 
tops and bottoms of ONE CENT, and lines from N in ONE to N in CENT . A 
heavy line rins up from the left top of R to the dentils. There are several spikes 
in the dentils, over the second T in STATES, the second S in STATES, and 
between that S and O. The most important feature is a very heavy rim break 
over TES in STATES. Although the lines and the small crack are present, the 
coin looks like this is a different variety. Because of the rim break, the piece 
would certainly have been struck later than #1 and #2, but it does not have any of 
the crumbling, the spikes, etc. of these coins. 

#4. Now comes a fourth coin, again with the same obverse. It has none of the 
items of the first three coins. The C and E are connected by crumbling. There 
is some light crumbling on the underside of the crossbar of N in UNITED. 

There are lines up from the left side of the right serif of N in UNITED and from 
the right side of the first T in STATES. There is doubling on the tops of MERI, 
the right sides of CA, and the stem and ribbon. Again, I would call this a new 
variety. 
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I'd appreciate hearing from owners of the 1846 N-13's. I'm fairly well 
convinced that we have more than one variety with the obverse of N-13, but my 
question is - how many varieties are there?

THE DIE BREAKS ON THE MASSACHUSETTS HALF CENT, RYDER 5A 

Don Valenziano, Jr. 

One of the more common varieties of the Massachusetts half cents is the 
Ryder 5A. However, late die states of this variety are very scarce. 

Ryder designated the dated side of the Massachusetts half cents as the 
reverse; and on the reverse side of the 5A, the rim breaks out over the U. The 
obverse has two breaks, the first starting from the edge of the rim to the apex of 
A; and a second starting below the bow and running along the tops of the letters 
COMMO and into the denticles . 

Discovery of the obverse breaks was first reported by Richard Picker in 
THE COLONIAL NEWSLETTER for January, 1971 (Vol. 10, No. 1, Issue #30, 
page 309). I do not know who discovered the reverse break. 

I know of only six coins with the reverse rim break. I have listed them 
below. The two which are designated with an asterisk also have the obverse 
breaks.

MORE ABOUT COPPER MINING IN COLONIAL AMERICA 

Chuck Funk 

I have been somewhat amused at Herb Silberman's efforts to peg copper 
mining in New Jersey. Surely, he must have heard of the Higley coppers 
(not Rigley, as was reported in P-W, Vol. XVI, p. 290). The RED BOOK 
places these firmly as of 1737, or possibly earlier. 

As it so happens, I presently have an editorial association with the 
preparation of a history of East Granby (Connecticut). Those who did the 
research for this project have come up with the following data, listed here 
chronologically: 

Copper mined (unsuccessfully) in Massachusetts in about 1642. 

Copper ore reportedly found in Connecticut in 1681 . 

Occurrence of copper ore in Connecticut verified in 1705-6. 

Active mining of copper ore in Connecticut begun in 1714. 

Based on my own readings, it is my own conclusion that no copper from 
Connecticut mines ever went into U.S. federal coinage. By 1773, local mines 
were no longer being operated; and the most active of these had been 
converted into a Colonial prison, 14 years before the coining of the Fugio cents 
and 20 years before the U.S. Mint became operational. In fact, I'd say that 
it's quite probable that no native Connecticut copper ever went into 
Connecticut's own coinage — the Connecticut coppers!

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LARGE CENT AUCTION RESULTS 1977-1982 


Pete Smith 


For this article I will begin with a correction to the last article. The coin 
from the 1982 ANA sale listed as a 1793 Wreath Cent S— 7 turned out to be an 
S-6. This error was reported to the auction company and announced at the 
auction. Mail bids were not considered for the lot. The coin was sold on a 
bid from the floor. This accounts for the relatively low price reported in my 
ear li- er article. The S-7 is the only Wreath Cent variety not sold at auction 
in the past six years. 

Now I will continue with reports of auction sales for the varieties of 1795 
through 1796. 

1795 S73 (R5+) : Three seen but none better than Good 4 and none offered since 

Kagin's MANA sale in 1979. The other two were from the Fairfield sale. (Bowers 
and Ruddy; October, 1977) 

574 (R4) : Six seen from AG3 to VF30. In 1982 a VG7 and F12 each brought $320. 

575 (R3) : Sixteen seen. Only one offered below VG8. Auction 81 included an 
MS68 described as CC1. It brought $10,500. 

S76A (R5): Only two seen. In 1982 a Coin Galleries sale had both a 76A and a 
76B in Good 4. The 76A brought $26 while the 76B brought $50. Apparently the 
76A was a bit too beat up to command a premium. 

S76B (Rl): The most common 1795; 36 seen from Fair 2 throught MS65. Three 
were offered in mint state. In 1981 an MS60 brought $8,500 and an MS63 
brought $12,500. 

577 (R4-) : Only three seen but none below VF20. In 1982 one of the VF's sold 

for $250. An XF from Stack's Robison sale went out of sight at $2300. 

578 (Rl): Eighteen seen and fifteen were VF or better. There is apparently 

little market for low grade pieces. Four were offered in mint state. 1982 
basil value in the VF range is about $20 a point. 

579 (R7+) : In a recent phone conversation, JRW described this variety as 

"Five and a half known". This is the best phrase I can think of to describe 
the rarity. All Jefferson Head cents are tough and the S79 is considerably 
tougher than the S80. One S79 was offered in 1977. The Good 6 brought $6200. 

580 (R5+) : Eight seen. Marketable in any grade so more are offered than 

rarity would suggest. The best known, a VF30, brought $10,500 in Auction 80. 

1796 Liberty Cap S81 (R3): Nine seen from Fair 2 to MS60. Five of these 

appeared in 1982. Three examples of S81 in VG8 sold in 1982 at $50, $110, 
and $160. This kind of inconsistancy makes pride analysis difficult. 

582 (R4+): Four seen in AG3 to VF25 but none offered since 1980. 

583 (R5-) : Seven seen from Fair 2 to VF20. In 1982 the VF20 sold at $350. 
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584 (R3) : Nine seen from AG 3 to AU55. Six of the nine were VF30 or better. 

An XF from the 1982 Robison sale brought $1600. 

585 (R5+) : Only three seen in AG3, F15, and VF20. Two were sold in 1977. 

In 1981 the F15 brought $230. 

586 (R5+) : Four seen from Good 4 to Fine 15. In the last appearance in 1981, 

a Fine 15 brought $450. 

587 (R3) : Eight seen and four of those in 1982. Grade range was VG8 to XF45. 
In 1982 two Fine coins brought $225 and $250. The XF45 brought $2100. 

588 (R4+) : Four seen in grades 3, 3, 12, and 50. Three of the four sold in 

1978. In 1982 a counterstamped Fine 12 brought $65. 

589 (R3) : Six seen from AG3 to XF40 and only one of those since 1978. In 
1982 a VF20 brought only $110. 

590 (R6-) : Only two seen. The fairfield sale had an AG3 that brought $100. 

In 1979 an MS65 brought $7500. That pretty well represents both ends with 
nothing in the middle. 

591 (R3) : The most common 1796 Liberty Cap Cent. Thirteen seen from Fair 2 

to XF40. Five sold in 1982. Typical prices include a VG8 at $140 and a VF20 
that brought $425. 

1796 Draped Bust S92 (R3+) : Three seen and two of those in 1982. A Fine 12 

brought $115 and a VF20 sold for $400. 

593 (R3) : Four seen in VG10, F12, VF20, and AU55. None sold since 1979. 

59 4 (R6-): Three seen, all VG8 to VG10. In 1982 a VG8 brought $300. 

595 (R6) : Two seen; an XF40 from a Stack's sale in 1977 and a VG10 from 

Ragin' s Central States sale in 1978. 


596 (R7-) : None sold at auction in six years. 

597 (R3) : Two seen, both VG8. In 1981 one sold for $100. 

598 (R4+): One seen; an XF45 brought $600 in the 1982 Robison sale. 

599 (R5+) : One seen; a Good 4 from the Fairfield sale that sold for $70. 

1796 NC4 (R6+) : The first appearance of an NC variety and two show up. An 

AG3 brought $120 in the Fairfield sale and a Good 4 sold for $110 in Kagin s 
1979 MANA sale. 

5100 (R6-) : One seen; a VG10 from Kagin's 1979 MANA sale that brought $150. 

5101 (R5) : None seen. Many varieties with higher rarity ratings have sold. 

51 02 (R4) : Three seen in AG3 , VF30 and XF40. In 1982 the VF30 brought $1100. 
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5103 (R4+) : The first "LIHERTY" variety. As a popular type it appears at 

auction more frequently than rarity would suggest. Seven seen in AG3 to F12. 

In 1982 a Fine 12 brought $135 and a VG10 brought $360. Figure that out! 

51 04 (R3+) : The second "LIHERTY" variety. Nine seen, the most common variety 

to be sold of the 1796 Draped Bust varieties. Grade range was Good 4 to VF25. 

In 1982 a G4 brought $55, a VG8 brought $80 and a F15 sold at $260. 

51 05 (R6-) : Two seen, a VG10 from the *78 Central States sale (Ragin' s, CSNS, 

May 1978) that brought $290 and a VF25 that brought $950 in 1980. An S105 
also appeared in Ragin' s '79 MANA sale as part of a group lot! 

5106 (R5-) : Three seen, a Good 4 and two VF20's. One VF20 brought $420 in '81. 

5107 (R6) : Only one seen; an AG3 from the Fairfield sale that brought $70. 

5108 (R3+) : Five seen from AG3 to Fine 12. 1982 prices include $25 for an 

AG3, $100 for a VG8, and $290 for a Fine 12. 

5109 (R4-) : Three seen in AG3 to Fine 15 and two of those from Fairfield. 

5110 (R2) : Four seen from Fine 12 to MS63. Probably not considered marketable 
in lower grades. The Robison sale included a F12 that brought $180. The MS63 
brought $9250 in Auction 82. This was the only appearance of a mint state 
1796 Draped Bust other than the S119's. 

5111 (R5-) : Four seen in AG3 to VF20. Two were from Fairfield and one from 

'78 Central States. A 1982 Stacl's sale had a VF20 that brought $1800. 

5112 (R5) : Why do I keep mentioning the Fairfield sale? Because it contained 

a remarkable selection of low grade rare varieties. This sale had three 
examples of SI 12 in Fair 2 to AG3. Only one other, a Good 6, has appeared. 

5113 (R5+) : Only one seen; a VG8 from the Fairfield sale at $50. 

51 14 (R5) : Only one seen; a VG8 from the *78 Central States sale at $100. 

5115 (R4) : None seen and this is rated as an R4 ! 

5116 (R5+) : Two seen; an AG3 in 1977 (Fairfield) and a F12 in 1979 (MANA). 

5117 (R5+) : Only one seen; a Fine 12 from the 1981 AHA sale at $600. 

5118 (R6-) : Only one seen, again from the '78 Central States, a VG10 at $210. 

5119 (R3) : In my first review I did not find any attributed S119. All of the 

catalogs just refer to these as the "Nichols Find" variety. They can also be 
easily attributed from the plates because of the characteristic die crack 
through the date. At least six mint state examples turned up but none below 
mint state. Circulated examples do exist. Perhaps they are not considered 
marketable. Perhaps the Nichols hoard contained most of the product of this 
pair of dies. 1982 price for an MS65 was $3900. 

With this enigma and the end of 1796, I will bring this article to a close. 
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LOOKING AT LARGE CENT ERRORS - Part 9 
John S . Ashby, Jr. 

One of my favorite large cent error acquisitions in 1982 was this beautiful 
1795 FI 5 S— 78. It’s double— struck on both sides and has excellent detail. 

The obverse has two dates, the first of which is placed at about 4 o’clock on the 
coin. Notice how the tip of the bust on the regular strike has been impaired by 
the second strike. Likewise the bottom of the 1 has been cut off in the first 
strike. The only Liberty Cap on the obverse contains part of the word 
LIBERTY with the letter B being the only full letter showing. It is also of 
interest to note that most of the bust of the first strike has been covered by the 
second strike. The obverse is a trifle off-center towards 12 o’clock, with 
hardly any denticles showing at the top of the coin, while the full-length denticles 
show below the date. 



The reverse has two fractions, with the second fraction appearing over the 
N in UNITED. When you look at the second S in STATES, you’ll see the first 
T of STATES made by the second strike, and moving to the right you can make 
out the rest of the word. Some of the F in OF made by the first strike can be 
seen. In addition, the F in OF of the second strike can be seen between the M 
and E of AMERICA. Look closely and you’ll see the O in OF outlined above the 
left side of the M. The second strike has some of the wreath faintly outlined 
around the main strike. 

The other large cent error discussed in this report is a beautiful 30-per 
cent off-center 1 835 N-1 5 in VF30. Most of my off-center coins lack the sharp 
detail of this beauty, which is true of most of the off-center pieces I’ve ever 
seen. The off-center in this piece is towards 2 o’clock, which is best in my 
opinion since nothing can happen to the date in such a case. I’ve never been 
impressed with any error coin that is dateless. Even though I have a few dateless 
coins in my collection, I don’t give them any seat of honor when I display my 
collection. In addition to this coin having great detail, this 1835 N-1 5 has a 
gorgeous light milk chocolate color. 
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STU HODGES COMMENTS ON "THE RARITY PYRAMID" 

I would like to offer a couple of comments on "The Rarity Pyramid", an 
article written by David Gale appearing in the March P-W. 

First, I would like to say that Mr. Gale wrote what I believe was a good 
article with several key points. However, I think that a couple of counter- 
points might be in order. 

1 . Condensation of information almost always leads to a certain degree of 
ambiguity. Thus, I think that a rarity code for each major numismatic 
grading category might be well-advised, viz. MS, AU, EF, VF, F, VG, 

G. I mention this for two reasons: a. to help reduce ambiguity, and b. 

to allow for a consistent code regardless of variety. 

2. While it would certainly be very worthwhile to assimilate information 
on coins other than those listed in the Condition Census, I think that the 
gathering of such information would prove somewhat less than feasible. 

3. Finally, the misuse of such information either inadvertently by the 
novice collector or intentionally by those you-know-who makes such a 
suggestion questionable. Can you imagine a person unfamiliar with 20N13 
reading a scale (using my scenario above) as 1 ,4, 6, 6, 7, 7, 7 and thinking 
his VG is valuable? How about those persons who would take great delight 
in using such a scale as a tool to extract more bucks in a transaction?" 
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AN INTERESTING 1803 


John D. Wright, NLG 

A few months ago, a friend sent me an interesting 1803 cent for my opinion. 

It looks like an S-260, a common variety, but with a few fascinating differences 
that seem to indicate either a new die-state or a new variety. You advanced 
collectors can skip ahead while I define a couple of things for our less- 
experienced readers. 

A 'variety* is the term given to all coins struck from a given pair of dies. 
Even though the design is basically the same, minor differences in lettei 
punches, alignment, positions of leaves and berries, etc. can differentiate one 
die from another. Sheldon's PENNY WHIMSY lists 24 combinations of 1 5 head 
dies and 1 9 tail dies of 1 803 cents . 

A 'die-state' is the term given to all coins of a given die-pair which show 
the die-images in about the same state of deterioration . As the dies hammer 
repeatedly against metal blanks, they begin to wear out. They may break, or 
rust, or mush out. Radial flowlines develop. The dies pick up damages from 
striking against each other. The dies are polished, sometimes severely, to 
remove these unwanted marks. Thus, two coins from the same die— pair are 
different die states if only one of them is from broken dies; or if one shows 
notable die-rust; or if one is from well-worn dies while the other is an early 
strike. Some collectors can kine up a dozen or more slightly different pieces 
from the same pair of dies. It is as good an excuse as any to keep buying when 
you have them all. 

For our comparison with a S-260 of the 1803 cent sent to me, we will start 
with the reverse, since that is where the most differences usually occur. The 
dentilation around the rim of the 1803 cent is weaker, but all leaves, berries, 
and letters line up the same on both pieces - looks like the same die. The 
small crevices between the leaves are clogged. The occasional field pimples, 
the moth-eaten detail — maybe it is a later die— state. The wreath shows even 
more clumping and loss of detail — most suspicious indeed. 

Over to the obverse - the top dentilation looks really weird. Why the 
definition of only the tips, with that arc line across them? The date is mis- 
shapen, but that sometimes happens from normal metal flow. More damning 
are the pimples on the drapery and the complete uncharacteristic appearance 
of the rim. But the center is the biggie - is the die buckling? I've never seen 
that on a S-260. How can this less-worn coin show less fine detail than the 
more-worn one? Especially note the area below the ear. I'm at least 90 per 
cent convinced now - are you? 

Well, let's look at the neglected side of the coin - its 'third face'. Here 
we have two other 1803 cents (both S-260's) and the subject coin. No 
comparison. Even though the rims of the coin took rounded on the obverse and 
reverse, they are squared flat on the edge. The subject coin was struck in a 
loose collar; the others were not. Squared rims on large cents start around 
1816, and collar strikes around 1834. By now, every neuron of your brain should 
be screaming 'FAKE'. 

I must confess that I really do know a bit more about this piece than our 
scenario has exposed. I saw my first one in 1980. People look closely at Mint 
State coins. One victim doubted the Uncirculated 1803 he had just bought at such 
a bargain, and he shipped it to ANACS. The coin was published in THE 
NUMISMATIST and in PENNY-WISE. I have seen three others since from this 
same pair of good spark-erosion dies. They were manufactured around 
Harrisburg, and the counterfeiter is known. But this 1803 cent is worn, and 
people don't look at worn cents that closely. It almost fooled a dealer with 38 
years in the business. Will the next one fool you. 
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The above article was presented by John Wright at the Michigan State 
Numismatic Society meeting and at EAC '83. John notes that ANACS was 
very enthusiastic about his report.

We can all look into such 
a coin publication and determine that an 1803 large cent in Fine condition is 
worth X-amount of dollars, but how much is an 1803 S-262 large cent in Fine 
worth? or in Extra-Fine? 

And what about our Colonial coinage? Have you ever seen any listings for 
this series? 

I think that some thought should be given to the preparation of such a price 
guide, and P-W could carry an update for a different series in each issue. I am 
sure that this addition to our journal would provide more interest in the 
collection of copper coinage.

3. A description of the striking characteristics affecting the grade, listed by 
specific die variety. 

4. A guide to appropriate deductions from the sharpness grade for defects. 
Defects include porosity, scratchings, edge dents, cleaning, recoloration, and 
any others that you might suggest. 

5. An overall approach to grading a coin, i.e. what features to look for and an 
overall grading philosophy. 

The photographic plates will be generated by many EAC photographers. The 
examples utilized in the final text will be chosen by a panel of grading experts 
who will assess the photographs and select those which clearly show the 
characteristics of the grade to be illustrated. 

IF YOU WISH TO VOLUNTEER YOUR PHOTOGRAPHIC SERVICES , 
please write to me at the address below. 

I would like specific input from the members on a few questions, which 
follow: 

1 . A decision needs to be made as to the minimum number of grades which will 
be photographically illustrated. Please pick one of the following options or 
suggest another: 

a. Illustrate grades 1 through 8, 10, 12, 15, 18, 20, 25, 30, 35, 40, 45, 
50, 55, and 60. 

b. Illustrate grades 1 through 4 , 7, 12 , 20 , 30 , 40 , 50, and 60. 

c. Illustrate grades 2 , 4 , 7, 12 , 20 , 40 , 50, and 60. 

d. Suggestions. 

2. A decision needs to be made as to which specific types of coins should be 
illustrated. Choices include: 

a. Chain; Wreath; 1 793 Caps/1 794 - Head of ’93's; 1794; Head of 1795; 
Draped Bust, Style 1; Draped Bust, Style 2; Classic; Matron; 

Beaded Hair Cord. 
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b. Chain, Wreath, Liberty Caps, Draped Bust, Classic, Matron, 

Beaded Hair Cord. 

c. Suggest another. 

3. I also need input regarding what else should be illustrated in the book. 

I feel that a small color plate showing non -original color might be important. 
Black-and-white illustrations of specific defects might also be useful. Please 
give me your comments and additional suggestions.

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AN EDITORIAL 


REGARDING THE ANA’S CRITIQUE OF PENNY-WISE 

Publication in the March issue of the ANA's critique of PENNY-WISE 
evoked considerable response from the EAC membership. As was obvious in 
the ANA's letter, the critique concerned itself primarily with the format of P-W. 
Little mention was made of the quality of P-W's contents or the extent of research 
which P-W carried. 

EACers reacted negatively to the suggestions and criticisms enumerated in 
the critique and they wholeheartedly supported the current format used in 
producing P-W. 

The Editor is grateful, both to ANA and to the EACers who responded, for 
their remarks regarding our publication. We're trying to give you the type of 
material and information which we think will be useful as well as of interest to 
you, and we're happy that the EACers are willing to overlook P— W's short- 
comings. To be sure, P-W is limited by space and costs and by the fact that its 
pages are typewritten, then offset-printed without being galley-proof-read 
except by our typist. Mama Mimeo. It would be wonderful, indeed, if we could 
ignore costs and designate spacing and type-size used for each article, then have 
each galley-proof proof-read by its author before the bulletin goes to the printer. 
THE NUMISMATIST of ANA can do this, of course, because it is type-set 
printed, is produced by a staff of professionals, and has lots of paid advertising 
to cover its costs. 

The Editor and all the staff of P-W are amateurs who perform their duties 
without pay. All articles contributed to P-W are gratuitously submitted. P-W 
does carry a few paid advertisements, but for the most part the bulletin is 
supported from dues payments. It takes the Editor between 40 to 80 hours to 
prepare each issue of P-W for publication . The task for him is tike coin 
collecting to others - it's a hobby! Indeed, P-W is a labor of love, and though it 
may be a fanzine - we're proud of it! 

It should be pointed out here that ANA considers only those publications of 
local coin clubs for honorary awards . ANA does not have any category for 
awarding honors to publications of national organizations such as EAC, although 
we think it should. Hence, EAC was extended a singular honor by ANA when 
ANA undertook an evaluation of our publication. For this, we extend our thanks 
to ANA. 

The Editor tends to agree with many of these EACers who responded to the 
critique that the ANA needs to draw up better guidelines for critiquing coin club 
publications. Greater attention should be paid to the caliber of the articles 
carried, to the diversity of such articles, and to the extent of the research 
reported. Fewer points should be awarded to the makeup and format in which 
each club's publication appears. Consideration should be given to the fact that the 
cost of production limits the use of space, large mastheads, the number of plates 
and illustrations, and the use of special bindings. Coin club publications are 
necessary to our hobby, but they are prepared by unpaid amateurs, are not 
commercially produced, and they net no profit. 

Included herewith are some of the responses received from the EAC member- 
ship. We think that you might find their comments interesting. Because of the 
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nature of the comments, we have chosen to withhold the names of the various 
authors . 

1 . "The ANA critique of PENNY-WISE says more about what’s wrong 
with ANA than EAC, i.e. their concern for structure over substance. 

I fail to see the logic behind the demand for a larger masthead. 

Seems a pompous waste of space to me . 

The table of contents is useful - much easier to refer back to an article. 

But calling PENNY-WISE a ’frightening experience' sets my blood to 
boiling. Sure, it takes some intelligence to understand the information in 
PENNY-WISE, but when did thinking go out of style? 

I’ll tell you one thing. I would not trade my back issues of PENNY- 
WISE for the same of THE NUMISMATIST." 

2. "Received my PENNY-WISE today and enjoyed it, as always. I always 
read it completely through on the first day that it is received. What prompts my 
letter is the ANA 'critique' of PENNY-WISE. I will put aside my general feeling 
that THE NUMISMATIST is largely advertising, with only a few articles in 
each number, uses excessively small print (sometimes on blue paper!), and 
presents very little new research in numismatics. Instead, I will respond to 
the six suggestions made by the ANA regarding PENNY-WISE. 

A. I care nothing about the masthead except that I can read it. Ours is 
clear and just fine as far as I am concerned. 

B. A table of contents is fine (I note that you have one in the March 
number), but I would not want you to postpone a timely article for the sake of a 
table of contents. I don’t like tn changing deadlines. 

C. Incredible. They went us to sacrifice size and readability to produce 
'white space’? This is exactly what's wrong with the format in THE 
NUMISMATIST. DO NOT CHANGE! 

D. I have no problem with the way that you have done this in the past. 
Rearrange if you want to - I read it all anyway. 

E. What is ANA talking about? Our publication is far more relaxed than 
most, certainly not 'frightening*. Some articles are complicated (such as the 
Gale article in the March issue), but no one has to study each article in detail. 

I think that we are using photos where necessary. 

F. Please DO NOT BIND each issue, either with staples or anything else. 

I punch mine and 'bind' each year together - or one can put them in a looseleaf 
binder (I may do that yet). If some one wants them stapled, let him do it him- 
self. 

I’m a loyal ANA member, but their criticism is way off base. Keep up the 
good work. " 

3. "Tell THE NUMISMATIST folks to go soak their heads . Your typo- 
graphy may not be elegant, but I find more of interest in one issue of PENNY- 
WISE than a year of THE NUMISMATIST." 
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4. "I would like to offer a comment regarding the ANA's critique of PENNY- 
WISE. Rubbish! I think that they, in their collective wisdom, missed the point. " 

5. The comments by this member were written onto a photocopy of ANA’s 
letter, as follows: 

"A. Who cares? 

B . T aken care of. 

n 099 

' — J • • • • 

D. Good idea. 

E. When I got my first copy of PENNY-WISE, I loved it! " 

F. Please don’t bind each issue. Please keep the pages separate. 

Much as this must hurt you, there are some of us who don’t save it all. 

6. "I think that PENNY-WISE and EAC in general are great! Thanks.” 

7. "The deadline could be worked out if we developed a backlog of material 
or if we did what THE NUMISMATIST does - simply fill up space with ads and 
with material from the huge organization that ANA is. We are not that size (yet). 

The type size is legible, and we can’t spend the money to do a paste up 
of various sized types. I wonder what ANA spends per issue? 

ANA compares us to them and to their fanzine, and we’re a club not even 
close to their size . We are the best at what we do and what we are. Tell them 
to give us their facilities and we’ll be so much better than THE NUMISMATIST 
that we’ll put them to shame." 

8. "I just read my March issue of P-W and I read with great interest the 
critique by the professionals from the ANA concerning your amateurish, slave- 
labor produced thing called PENNY-WISE. Surely some one with your background 
should have been aware that any such newsletter should have a masthead consum- 
ing the top third of the front page. Aren't you interested in making sure that we, 
the readers, are suitably impressed, issue after issue? 

As for the rest of the points made by the folks at ANA, I guess that it 
goes without saying that unless you start shaping up, P-W just isn't going to get 
any ANA gold stars. Let's get with it! 

Seriously, I don’t collect half cents, large cents. Colonials, or much of 
anything you folks write about in PENNY-WISE (I collect Civil War tokens and 
Hard Times tokens), but it’s worth the membership fee to get P-W and read 
about what a bench of dedicated people are doing in their collecting pursuits. 

If any one, including the pres from THE NUMISMATIST don't care to 
read P-W because of the 'frightening experience', or they don’t like the 'lack of 
consistency', then there's something they can do about it - join EAC and volunteer 
to take over your job. (I'm sure that, as head slave, you'd gladly turn over the 
job. Admit it - you've thought about it at times.) 

Best regards, and keep up the lack of consistency. Reading PENNY- 
WISE is a frightening experience which I can handle! " 

Although other comments were received, the above are representative 
examples. Putting them altogether, they represent sort of a critique by EACers 
of ANA and THE NUMISMATIST .

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REPORT ON 1983 NORTHWEST SHOW 


Pete Smith 


There must be 20 coin shows in the Twin Cities area each year. It is generally 
agreed that the biggest and best is the "Northwest" show. Over the years I 
have become more discriminating and my needs have become fewer. Consequently 
I have been finding fewer interesting coins. Still I looked forward to the 
Northwest show as one last local opportunity before the EAC convention. 

My first stop was at Ton Reynold's table. He had the only display of 
reasonable graded and attributed Large Cents. A few other EAC members stopped 
by while I was talking to Tom. Dick Punchard showed us a coin he thinks is a 
new discovery of an 1839 N— 15. A few coins changed hands and the conversation 
was pleasant. Then I was off to look at unattributed copper at the other tables. 

For three or four years I have been looking for a nice 1815 Large Cent. 

Obviously I could have made my own but I was looking for an old one. At this 
show I found one altered from an 1845 N— 6. I grade, it as a Fine 15. It cost 
me all of $6.00. 

I wanted to check out any 1793 cents offered. The only Chain I recall was 
priced at $3700 so I didn't even bother to examine it. I probably saw 6 to 8 
low grade Wreath Cents. In general I thought all of them were priced at about 
double what they were worth. The only Liberty Cap, an S-13, has been in the 
same dealers stock for a couple of years. Again, its price of $2400 is about 
double what I feel it is worth. 

I stopped back on the third day of the show for one last look. I spotted 
another 1793 I had missed on my earlier visit. The label on the 2X2 said 
"1793 FILLER". I admit to being a little slow. It took me five years to 
learn the difference between a head of 93 and a head of 94 at arm's length. 
However, this 1793 filler had the look of a "Head of 94" to me. I asked the 
dealer for a look. He admitted that the date wasn't clear and that if I was 
interested I should make him an offer. I told him I thought it was a 94 
rather than 93 but I would see if I could verify the variety. 

The obverse had a distinctive chip out of the die behind the head. The reverse 
had only a single berry left of the bow. I checked and double checked and still 
came up with an attribution of S— 38. I explained to the dealer that I was sure 
it was a 1794 and was interested in buying it if a reasonable price could be 
determined. He asked for my offer, I made one, and I bought the coin at what 
I considered was fair for a low grade 1794. I didn't charge him anything for 
the honor of attributing his coin. 

Other articles in P-W have discussed the ethics of cherry-picking. I would 
question the ethics of offering a coin with an unreadable date as a 1793. I 
tend to get mad in situations like this even though I didn't get hurt on the 
deal. I recall a similar situation at the same show a couple of years ago. 

A dealer had two 1803' s in his case marked "Large Date/Large Fraction" and 
"Large Date/Small Fraction". Both were small date coins. 

Even with the weak date, I was able to upgrade my S-38 from about Good 4 to 
Good 6 and I have an interesting story to tell about the 1793 with Head of 94 . 
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THE FIRST MEETING OF THE ARIZONA REGIONAL EAC

Some readers may recall a letter from R. E. 'Ducky* Crandall in P-W 93 
suggesting that an Arizona Regional EAC Group be formed. The idea caught 
my fancy, so I contacted Mr. Crandall to obtain more information. Soon, my 
return mail brought me a short questionnaire . It asked for the usual informa- 
tion: name, address, what is your specialty?, what would you like the group to 
do?, what will you do?, etc. 

As some of you may know, I live and work in El Paso, Texas. What some 
of you may not know is that Dallas is twice as far from El Paso as is Tucson. 

I also used to be an officer in the Tucson Coin Club. Thus, my interest in an 
Arizona regional group isn't too unusual. Nor was it too unusual that I suggested 
we hold our first meeting in conjunction with the annual Tucson Club Coin Show 
held on January 13-16. 

The Tucson Coin Club Show is a big event in Arizona numismatic circles 
and it draws dealers from the state of Washington to Texas and from California 
to Colorado, plus snowbirds from Canada. It was a natural place for our first 
meeting, and Ducky agreed. I promised that I would bring something for 'Show 
&Tell'. Ducky said he'd let everyone know about the meeting and would 
arrange for a place for us to meet. 

Atrip to Tucson is always fun for me. I bought my first house in Tucson 
and I was graduated from the fine Arizona University there . My family insisted 
that they join me on the trip, even though my wife is not a collector and the 
children (ages 4 and 1) are a little too young to completely understand the hobby. 
My wife was a real sport - she offered to take the kids to the zoo, so that I 
could have the entire day at the show. 

My arrival at the convention center meant much more than just an oppor- 
tunity to view coins, it was an annual reunion with some new and old friends. 

On my list this time was Ducky Crandall, and I tried to get in touch with him 
which took awhile. Ducky had a dealer's table in the back room. When I got 
there, he had some bad news for me - no one else had been interested in 
pursuing a meeting or a regional group. 

I was very disappointed, of course; but after talking with Ducky, I learned 
that he had received numerous inquiries about his suggestion to form an EAC 
regional group and about a dozen people had returned his questionnaire. It 
seemed to me that this was enough to get something going. 

I have never been to an EAC regional meeting, but I have attended two annual 
EAC conventions. The fellowship and generous sharing of numismatic knowledge 
at those two meetings always impressed me. The reports which I have read in 
P-W about other EAC regional meetings suggests that the same spirit can be 
found there.

Al shared some very 
interesting half cents with us. He owns the 1793 C-1 plate coin and an 1804 
C-5 which has a doubled profile of Miss Liberty although the obverse date and 
lettering are not doubled. This caused us to scratch our heads. Does any 
reader have any thoughts as to what may have caused this? 

I brought with me several Patrick tokens , all of which were produced at the 
request of EAC members. For those of you who are unfamiliar with these 
tokens, I'm planning to write an article on them and will offer it later to P— W for 
publication. I also had a nice 1853 cent ex Loring with me - it was the first 
UNO large cent in my cabinet. 

The meeting ended with the general feeling that at least we had made a 
start, albeit small.

THE TOP 10: AN EXPLANATION 
Ron Guth and Roger S. Cohen, Jr. 

With this installment, the authors will begin a series of articles listing the 
ten best condition specimens of each half cent variety, where ten exist. Unlike 
the large cent, the half cent has had little Condition Census information 
published about it. Prior information has come from the occasional and 
generally inaccurate information in auction catalogues or the quantitative, non- 
specific listings done by Roger S. Cohen, Jr. in past issues of PENNY-WISE 
(Vol. VII, No. 6 and Vol. XI I, No. 1) and most recently in his second edition of 
AMERICAN HALF CENTS: THE LITTLE HALF SISTERS. The efforts of 
Milton Pfeffer and Rich Bilancia, whose individual works have appeared in past 
issues of PENNY-WISE, are worth noting. Although not a true Condition Census, 
their efforts at listing the appearances of high-grade pieces were a step forward. 

The current authors have studied, collected, and researched half cents for 
many years. Roger Cohen’s credentials as an authority on the subject are 
undisputed. AMERICAN HALF CENTS, both first and second editions, are the 
current standard reference on the subject. His collection of half cents ranks as 
one of the finest in the country (certainly one of the most complete as to variety 
and sub-variety) and is replete with condition and die-state rarities. Cohen's 
contacts and correspondence with most half cent collectors throughout the 
country has enabled him to maintain his records of significant half cent appear- 
ances. Ron Guth, on two separate occasions, has formed notable half cent 
collections. He is a contributor to AMERICAN HALF CENTS by Cohen, a half 
cent consultant to the American Numismatic Association Certification Service, 
and a frequent contributor to publications such as COIN WORLD, PENNY-WISE, 
and THE NUMISMATIST. In addition, Guth maintains an extensive photo and 
auction catalogue plate file on the half cent varieties; and, through his activities 
as a coin dealer, has seen many of the important half cent collections in the 
country. 

The details presented herein represent the best available information based 
on the authors' experience, research, and data contributed by reliable sources. 
These coin sources include personal observations, present ownership of specific 
coins, and quality photographs of individual coins. In many cases, actual 
comparisons have been made between coins of similar quality to determine rank- 
ings. The 'Census' does not represent the final, inviolate listing of all coins in 
high grade. New specimens can appear which should be included in any revision. 
Coins listed in the 'Census' which have not been examined by the authors will be 
removed from their placement should observation prove this to be necessary. 
Sometimes coins will re-appear from long-ago sales that by today's standards 
are graded higher or lower than previously. Therefore, the 'Census' should be 
used solely as a guide. The authors do not condone its use to 'hype* condition 
rarities because of the problems created by any attempt to list 'the finest 
kiown'. Perhaps in the not too distant future, the goal of a reasonably accurate 
and complete Condition Census of half cents with all coins known, graded, and 
ranked can become a reality. It can only be possible, however, with all half 
cent collectors working toward this as the common goal. 

Revisions may be anticipated as additional information is generated as a 
result of this first attempt. Persons who own or are aware of significant 
condition rarities should please contact either of the authors to have their coins 
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included in future listings. Ideally, if actual coins could be submitted for 
examination and photography, greater accuracy could be obtained.

Where actual coins have been observed or 
where their grade has been reliably reported, the numerical grade has been 
included. Where further information is awaited, the numerical grade has been 
replaced with a question mark (?) . The 'pedigree 1 follows, with the earliest 
appearance listed first and each subsequent appearance is separated by a dash, 
and so on, until the present. Where present ownership is known, it is included; 
where it is not known, it is designated with a question mark. Auction appear- 
ances are indicated by the company name, the title of the sale (if so designated), 
the date, the lot number, and the price realized - in that order. Where such 
information is not known, it has not been included.

authors suspect that many high-grade specimens of each of the varieties for this 
year are hidden away in type sets unrecognized as varieties. Therefore, it is 
possible (as in the case of the 1793 large cents) that the grade of the lowest ranked 
position can be expected to improve as time goes by. In other words, the authors 
feel that the Condition Census for each of the 1793 varieties will eventually include 
nothing less than AU specimens and possibly nothing less than Mint State examples.

SOME HIGHLIGHTS ON EAC *83 
Warren A. Lapp 

As one of the early charter members of EAC, I found EAC '83 very exciting 
and lots of fun. I hadn’t been able to attend an annual meeting since 1974, and 
times have indeed changed since then. Although they have been hastily written so 
as to be included in this issue, here are some of my thoughts on the show. 

THE LAGUARDIA SHERATON - a very nice hotel which is located about a 
half mile south of the airport. A Hospitality Van of the hotel provided a shuttle 
service to and from the hotel. The personnel at the hotel were all quite friendly. 
Although Katie and I arrived at 9:30 A.M. on Friday morning. May 6, our 
registration was expedited and were taken immediately to our room. The 
individual rooms were clean and comfortable - for New York standards, that says 
a lot. The lobby was ample and there were plenty of easy chairs and sofas 
scattered about. 

About the only flaw was the restaurant. There was only one dining room, and 
the cook for that chose to walk out at breakfast-time on Saturday, leaving the 
restaurant to supply make-shift facilities. Each diner took scrambled eggs with 
bacon or sausage, toast, and coffee, or he did without. By noontime Saturday, 
the restaurant couldn’t handle the crowd, and most of us were forced to walk some 
6 or 8 blocks to the nearby Burger King, MacDonald’s, or Arby’s. The hotel did 
permit food to be brought in from the outside, and a few ordered some food to be 
delivered from a local Italian restaurant. The Saturday evening dinner hour found 
the restaurant well staffed but there were few customers. Katie and I and Bill 
Parks were among the few who did venture in, and we found the food to be 
inadequately prepared, undercooked, and barely edible. However, by Sunday 
morning, the breakfast turned out to be excellent. 

ATTENDANCE: There were 203 registrants. I got to see a lot of my old friends, 

and I was happy to see that none looked any older than when I last saw them. I 
also got to meet a lot of new friends, many of whom I had talked with by telephone 
or had received communications from in my capacity as Editor of P-W. Most of 
those who attended came from states across the country. It was surprising and 
sad to see how poorly the local membership supported the show. It has been the 
custom to move the show around the country each year to give the members in that 
particular area a chance to attend at minimal expense and travel. The northeast 
U.S. has a great preponderance of EAC members, and their lack of interest in 
attending the show would tend to write off the possibility of the show returning to the 
New York City area soon again. Conventions in New York are terribly expensive 
to produce, both for the club as well as for the individual members, so it makes 
a lot of sense to hold the show where it is less expensive by far and will attract 
a lot of local interest . 

New York State has 137 EAC members, NJ has 57, and Connecticut has 37 - 
for a total of 231 . Likewise, Pennsylvania is within easy driving distance as is 
Massachusetts - together they have 124 EAC members. But where were they all 
on this special occasion? I had looked forward to seeing Milt Pfeffer again and 
Stanley Apfelbaum of FCI, both of whom have always been staunch supporters of 
EAC, but they never showed up once. 

THE BOURSE: was housed in a large and spacious convention room on the main 
floor. Lighting was excellent and facilities seemed more than adequate. There 
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were 31 or 32 member/dealers on the floor; and they offered the best looking 
copper you could ever expect to see anywhere — half cents, large cents. Colonials, 
tokens, medals — you name it. And there was every grade of coin available, at 
all price levels — something for every one from the teenager to the novice to the 
advanced collector. 

EXHIBITS: There were a number of exhibits on display in the bourse room and 

all were very interesting. Denis Loring had 5 cases in which he displayed his 
U.S. Cents of 1 794, an exhibit which had won for him the 'Best of Show* at ANA 
in 1982. Harry Rescigno had a nice display of New Jersey coppers. John Ashby 
had on display his full collection of some 150 large cent errors. Jeff Oliphant 
exhibited the lead dies from the most recently issued medallions by EAC, as well 
as examples of the medallion in copper and silver. He also displayed his 
restruck cents of 1804 and 1823. John Wright showed some beautiful coins with 
bisecting die breaks. Harry Salyards exhibited The Cents of 1843—1857, and 
Robert Martin had a case which showed the errors on the Connecticut coppers. 
There were also large cent grading exhibits by Rod Burress, Jeff Oliphant, John 
Wright, and George Weintraub. EAC exhibits have improved a great deal in 
recent years. At the last show I attended, there may have been 2 or 3 cases of 
exhibits, but none were as well laid out or as well prepared as the current ones, 
and the current exhibits were far more interesting and informative. 

EDUCATIONAL FORUM: This was an excellent part of the show and it was well 

attended. Practically everyone stayed right through to the end. An innovation 
by Jules Reiver was used at the meeting - Jules videotaped each person as he 
arrived. He had each member state his name and collecting interests while he 
recorded this on videotape. 

The program for the evening was well diversified and of interest to all. 

Harry Rescigno spoke on "The New Jersey Coppers" and illustrated his talk with 
slides of the various coins as he mentioned them. John Wright presented his 
comparison of the counterfeit S— 260 large cent with a true S-260; and he used 
slides of each, many in close-up, which were projected simultaneously on the 
screen by two separate projectors. Roger Cohen discussed the various types of 
planchets on which half cents have been struck, e.g. the Coulter planchets, cut- 
down large cents, TAL tokens, etc. - a very interesting commentary. The 
meeting ended with a Whist match between Del Bland, Denis Loring, and George 
Ewing. It had been hoped that Jules Reiver could photograph the coins as they 
were played, projecting them on a TV monitor. However, not enough clarity or 
definition could be obtained and this was abandoned. 

Sandwiched between the presentations of the papers, Jeff Oliphant, the 
president, made special presentations of silver medallions to Chuck Funk of 
Connecticut for his preparation of P-W's Index the past 16 years and to Bill 
Parks for his printing and mailing of P-W since its inception. Jeff also had 
Herb Silberman discuss the founding of EAC and the origination of P-W, after 
which Jeff called the Editor to the dais and presented him on behalf of EAC with 
a 6-volume leathei — bound set of original P-W copies in honor of the Editor's part 
in producing P-W for the past 1 6 years. Notice was taken that the 100th 
consecutive issue will be published and sent out in January, 1984. Included in the 
first volume of the set are 39 testimonial letters from long-time EAC members 
and numismatic friends of the Editor which had been solicited by Jeff just for this 
occasion. Although the authors of each give me far more credit than I deserve, I 
deeply appreciate their letters and thoughts and am most grateful to all who 


participated. And I want to extend my thanks to each and every EAC member for 
his part in making this presentation to me possible - I am overwhelmed by it all. 

THE COIN SALE: This started promptly at 7 P.M. on Saturday. The sale was 

well-attended and all were very enthusiastic. After a few preliminary announce- 
ments by Jeff Oliphant, Denis Loring began the calling of the lots for the books. 
Colonials, half cents, and early date large cents, after which John Wright carried 
on with the late date large cents. The sale went at a brisk pace and ended near 
midnight. A total of $76,812. was realized. The PR is elsewhere in this issue. 

SECURITY: The security for the show was very tight and well-handled. There was 

one incident. A member/dealer asked the hotel doorman on Saturday night to get 
him a cab to take to the airport. As soon as he arrived there, he got out of the cab 
and was surprised to see the driver speed away, taking with him the member’s 
luggage and his stock of coins. The NYC Police were promptly notified and given 
an accurate description of the cab and its driver; and he was apprehended a few 
minutes later. The member/dealer recovered all his belongings intact; but after 
that, everybody at the show became even more security-conscious. 

SURPRISE: One item which surprised a lot of members was the announcement by 

Denis Loring that he had sold on Saturday, May 7, his full set of "The Cents of 
1794" to Jack Robinson, a dealer/member who had a bourse table on the floor. 

Denis commented that he is still continuing his collection of large cents, he’s just 
re-directing his interests in collecting. Denis and his wife are planning to purchase 
an apartment soon in the New York City area, and they plan to use the proceeds of 
the sale of the 1 794 cents toward that end. 

Another item of interest involved a 1798 S-1 44 in G6 which Denis acquired at 
the show and then sold to Tom Reynolds. This coin completed Tom’s collection of 
the 1798's, which includes both NC’s, and the entire collection was then placed on 
exhibition in the bourse area. 

One member took delight at the show in passing around his "BU Chain cant" - 
a 1982 BU Lincoln cent encircled by a 9-link bicycle chain. 

It was noted by several members that LaGuardia Sheraton properly identified 
EAC’s name and daily agenda on its hotel bulletin board in the lobby. John 
Wright recalled the sign at EAC '82 announcing the "Early American Coopers Club" 
and he cited a more recent sign "Early American Choppers" which was displayed 
at the MSNS Show. 

Credit should be given to Darwin Palmer who travelled all the way from West 
Germany to attend the show and to man a bourse table. Honors for the shortest 
visit to the show go to Chuck Kirtley who flew from Elizabeth City, NC on Saturday 
morning, spent two hours at the show, and then flew back home again at noon-time 
on Saturday. 

This has been a rather rambling and somewhat incomplete report, but at least 
it will provide those who didn't attend an opportunity to see what they missed. 
Hopefully, they will respond better to future EAC functions. 

It is hoped that a number of EACers who did attend will write up their thoughts 
and experiences so that we can publish them in the July P-W . We also hope to 
reprint some photographs taken by various people at the show.
